the presence of about a thousand mar- 
ried students in this college, On most 
points our observations tally precise- 
ly with those of Mr, Havemann, but 
in a few respects they differ.

THE U.A.W.’S FIGHT 
FOR AN ANNUAL WAGE 


A family shows why union wanted it from Ford 


Thousands of car makers were intently watching Detroit last week, where 
their United Auto Workers union was at the showdown stage in its nego- 
tiations with the Ford Motor Company for a new kind of economic secu- 
rity, the guaranteed annual wage. To most of them the issue is as inti- 
mately familiar as it is to a Detroit machinist named John Michalewicz. 

One day recently Michalewicz (left) returned from his night shift job 
at Chrysler with news his wife had heard many times before. His depart- 
ment was shutting down temporarily and he had been laid off. As they 
had countless times before, the Michalewiczes faced a time of uncer- 
tainty and penny-pinching as he began scouting for a new job. 

It was to minimize the perils of layoff, with its impact on family life 
(below), that the U.A.W. was driving for the guaranteed income. The 
Ford negotiations had begun two months ago. U.A.W. and C.1.0. Presi- 
dent Walter Reuther were last week demanding a contract which guar- 
anteed a worker payments equal to 80% of his gross salary when he is laid 
off. Under the union proposal the company would supplement any 
state unemployment benefits to make up the 80% figure, creating for 
the purpose a trust fund which would eventually equal $130 million. 

To win its demand the union was armed with an overwhelming mem- 
bership vote to strike both Ford and GM if necessary. No major auto- 
maker wanted a strike in the current fiercely competitive car market. 

Then at midweek, Ford finally agreed to the G.A.W. principle and the 
original strike deadline was put off for four days. Ford proposed a $55 
million trust fund and payments guaranteeing laid-off workers up to 65% 
of their normal wages. Reuther accepted the $55 million figure and, with 
his vital principle won, proposed that his demands on the duration and 
size of benefits be arbitrated. Ford retorted that these were unreasonable 
and rejected the arbitration proposal. But whether there was a strike 
or not any final setthkement was sure to include some kind of G.A.W. 
and with this Reuther had set a new pattern for the whole industry.

MOTELS FOR BOATS NOW LINE U.S. SHORES 


Along with the boom in hoats—and, in part, 
accountable for it—has come a steady improve- 
ment in harbors and channels, making it safe 
for small boats to cruise along the seacoasts. 
At the same time new hydroelectric and flood 
control projects have created thousands of 
miles of navigable inland lakes and rivers. With 
these developments has come a great increase 
in weekend boating trips and longer vacation 
cruises. And, to handle all this trafic, which 
overtaxes yacht clubs and public docks, a kind 
of waterway motel called the marina has sprung 
up along the navigable routes. 

Today there are about 10,000 marinas and 
new ones open every month. At these marinas 
owners of all kinds of boats from lumbering 
houseboats (below, left) to the speedy cruisers 
(bottom) can tie up, find haven in a storm, get 
fuel and repairs, buy ice and groceries. At the 
more luxurious marinas laundry can be sent 
out, cottages rented. Here the boatman can find 
restaurants, movies, dances and even baby sit- 
ters. Other marinas are smaller, stick to essen- 
tial services. Below are listed 34 representative 


marinas, which are among the country’s best. 
At a marina certain set rules of courtesy are 
expected to be followed. Boatowners learn nev- 
er to run fast through an anchorage or make a 
nuisance of horns or whistles. They must have 
docking lines ready when entering a slip and a 
member of the crew standing by. Before getting 
gas they must put out all flames and cigarets. 
In dock the well-behaved boatman does not 
flush toilets aboard, He uses the marina facili- 
ties. He does not dump garbage overboard but 
uses marina receptacles. Since 85% of marina 
customers sleep aboard, their dock neighbors 
do not run generators or let radios blare. 
Well-behaved guests invited for a cruise 
should not waste fresh water while aboard and, 
at an anchorage, they should be careful never 
to track mud or sand onto varnished decks or 
below. They should remember that quarters on 
a boat are close and come with duffel bags in- 
stead of suitcases. They should bring rubber- 
soled shoes so as not to fall overboard and cre- 
ate a disturbance, and proper nightclothes so 
they are ready to rush up on deck if necessary.

The country’s first marinas were built in California, and in Newport 
Beach, south of Los Angeles, there are now 17 marinas, the greatest con- 
centration in any U.S. harbor.

His marina has 50 separate 
cottages with landscaped patios, porches and, in some, kitchenettes, a 
fine restaurant with adjoining cocktail lounges and three private dining 
rooms.

HIGH POLICY BY REDS 
IN HIGH SPIRITS 


In Belgrade last week Russia and Yugoslavia, represented by an unbe- 
lievably gregarious Nikita Khrushchev and an impassive Marshal Tito, 
ended their amazing peace conference. The picture the world got of the 
Russian performance, after Khrushchev made a crow-eating apology for 
past Soviet sins (Lire, June 6), was one of small-town good fellowship 
which descended almost to the level of diplomatic buffoonery. Western- 
ers got a glimpse of the barrel-shaped Khrushchev amiably sightseeing, 
slapping backs, doing full justice to buffets, putting down slivovitz and 
vodka, all apparently without the slightest concern over whether the eyes 
that watched him were friendly or contemptuous. 

At the end Khrushchev stepped aside while Premier Bulganin came 
forward to sign the communique worked out with Tito at the Yugoslav 
president's Brioni Island retreat. It was a document clouded in foggy 
Communist terminology but tailored to Tito’s requirements. It legitima- 
tized Tito’s heretical Communism and conceded Yugoslavia's independ- 
ence of Moscow's international Communist movement. But the West was 
reminded that Yugoslavia is Communist. Tito not only called for Red 
China's admission to the U.N. but also conceded her right to Formosa. 

In accepting a dissident Communist power, Russia seemed to be court- 
ing trouble with the satellites. But this could be a price the U.S.5.R. was 
willing to pay in order to appear at the Big Four conference as a coun- 
trv ready to forget the past and willing to talk business with anyone.

EDITORIALS 


Like the atomic stockpile and the price of wheat, more and 
more of America’s domestic problems seem to be problems of 
abundance. Take, for example, the controversy between Ford 
Motor Co. and the United Auto Workers. Whether or not it 
ends in a strike, clearly the main issue is not one of “‘meat 
and potatoes’’ (how big a wage boost), as labor disputes tra- 
ditionally are. Instead, it is a question of how fancy the side 
dishes are going to be. Henry Ford II first offered up a piping 
savory worth some $150 million a year, including one sauce 
—a chance for workers to buy company stock at half price— 
which alone seemed revolutionary by all past standards. Wal- 
ter Reuther of the Auto Workers wants still more whipped 
cream on the dessert—a guaranteed wage. But whoever 
wins, this kind of living is obviously quite high on the hog. 


ABUNDANCE |: ITS PROBLEMS 


Or take the problem troubling the Carnegie Corporation in 
its annual report—whether too many people are going to col- 
lege and, by thus crowding the facilities, creating “mass pro- 
duction methods” of education with a “disastrous lowering 
of standards.” Certainly a lot of people are going—30% of 
high school graduates vs. 12% in 1930 and vs. 5% in Britain 
today. And, as the Carnegie report points out, some of the 
very brightest students are not going, possibly one third. 
Therefore, as we approach a bulge in the teen-age population, 
U.S. education’s biggest job may well be to determine which 
students can profit most from college, encourage them and dis- 
courage others. Yet if the fact that most Americans now re- 
gard a college education as a national birthright has become 
a problem, that also is certainly a problem of abundance. 


ABUNDANCE II: A CRITICISM 


But is abundance a good enough thing, by itself, for Ameri- 
cans to take pride in? That question was raised 28 years ago 
by France’s André Siegfried, whose America Comes of Age 
was compared with Alexis de Tocqueville's classic study of 
American democracy. In it Siegfried was “forced to ask 
whether this unprecedented abundance of wealth will in the 
long run lead to a higher form of civilization.” Siegfried, 
still spry and lucid at 80, has now taken a second sounding, 
a quarter century later. His America at Mid-Century (just 
published) answers the earlier question with a qualified “yes” 
—but adds another. 

Siegfried concedes that the U.S. has created “‘a new so- 
ciety, a new capitalism ... a new era of humanity which 
may legitimately be called the American age.” Although the 
U.S., like Europe, belongs to the Western Christian tradition, 
the gulf is widening, in part because we have applied demo- 
cratic methods to industry. The U.S. business enterprise “is 
in itself both a means and an end.” [t is a means of service to 
workers, customers and progress. But the industrialist be- 
comes “the servant of his creation,” following the enterprise 
“with a passion that amounts almost to a faith.”’ Comparing 
this enlightened selfishness with Europe’s lack of it, Sieg- 
fried finds that Europe and America are “two completely 
different continents belonging to entirely different ages.” 

Like so many Europeans, Siegfried has a nervous fear of 
the ‘‘new society.” He dislikes the uniformity, the conform- 
ity, that he finds in mass production. “All Americans, what- 
ever their racial origin, have a similarity in bearing .. . 
dress alike, have similar ways of standing, walking, listening, 


replying, telephoning, even of waiting.”’ He finds everywhere 
the same trains, hotels and cooking. “This monotony is not 
only accepted but even highly esteemed.” The pioneer, the 
puritan and the eccentric have lost their influence among 
us; “all that is necessary, is to be a good member of a team 
... everyone, from the latest recruit to the President, is a 
paid emplove.”” He fears we are getting as technocratic as the 
Soviets, and calls us “Germany's star pupil.” 

On U.S. education, Siegfried is harshest of all. The Ameri- 
can believes that “industrial methods can be applied to the 
dissemination of thought. He appreciates canned science, 
science presented in the form of pills . . . prepared by the 
experts in an easily digestible form.” Universities manifest 
an “equipment megalomania,” their authorities “are more 
interested in the buildings (splendid) than in learning.” Cul- 
ture, in its classical and European meaning, is “increasingly 
eclipsed by technical progress and the prestige of high- 
powered equipment. The critical spirit, by its nature indi- 
vidualistic, has decreased in importance as compared with 
the collective practice of high output. . . . Mass man has 
triumphed over the anarchic individual” and threatens the 
“development of the highly cultured personalities which 
form the very soul of a civilization.” 

Siegfried wonders whether this country “of vast possi- 
bilities, of complete good will and intense sincerity” will for-. 
get, in its prosperity and pride, “that the essential aim of 
civilization is not technical progress or output or equip- 
ment, but man himself.” A cautious (if not always accurate) 
critic, he leaves his doubts unresolved. 


ABUNDANCE Ill: WHOSE PROBLEM? 


The U.S. owes an ear to the abundant critics of our abun- 
dance, especially when (like Siegfried) they raise hard-to- 
answer questions of quality. There is this to be said about 
abundance, however. The problem is unique (so far) to 
North America. Only those who have lived with it can 
answer it—and that means us. 

To return to education, for instance. The least educated 
educator in the U.S. knows about the coming oversupply 
of students, and there is already an abundance of paper 
plans. The Carnegie people want us to decide “what we want 
from higher education” and act accordingly. But that isn’t 
going to happen. As President Wriston of Brown said recently, 
some colleges will expand and relax their standards, some will 
maintain or raise standards, “and some will wibble-wobble.” 


In California, with 66 publicly supported junior colleges 
and a network of university branch campuses, one pattern 
of educational elasticity has already been set. The South is 
setting another. The shortage of money and good teachers is 
a problem everywhere, but the solutions will be manifold, 
inconsistent—and wholly compatible. 

In the process, the fear that “education for all means 
education for none” will somehow be disproved. It will wind 
up on the same junkheap with the class war, the inevitabil- 
ity of poverty and other dogmas of our European past. It 
will, that is, if we recognize that we have a problem which 
no outsider can solve for us. We must sweat it out ourselves, 


hearing the critics without losing confidence in our own 


expanding democracy.

MONOTHEISM AND A PASSION FOR ETHICS 


GUIDE THE ANCIENT FAITH WHICH SEEKS 
TO SANCTIFY LIFE AND LEAD TOWARD GOD 


| millennia of history that slope away from Sinai, this sentence has 
echoed through civilization. It is repeated by every devout religious 

Jew every morning and every evening of his life. It is the first prayer he 
learns as a child, and the last he is commanded to say before he dies. 


Sang [aint aacbas nin: bene yew 


““Shema Yisroel Adonoi Elohenu Adonoi Echod (Hear, O Israel, the 
Lord our God, the Lord is One).” 

These tremendous words, spoken to the Jewish people by God through 
the mouth of Moses, mark a sharp dividing line in the world’s religions. 
For they created a new concept of God. Not only Judaism, but Chris- 
tianity and Islam rest on this concept—strict monotheism, That is what 
sets them apart from the world’s other major concepts of divine and 
human order—Oriental religion and Greek thought. 

In Hinduism, the oldest Oriental religion, divinity assumes myriad 
personal shapes, but ultimate reality is a cosmic All-Soul, with which 
man hopes to merge after he has escaped the illusions of the world and 
the wearisome cycle of life. Greek thinkers could grasp the concept of a 
““first mover’ at the beginning of the universe but they could not fullysee 
his uniqueness and infinity. The God of the Jews, however, insists on his 
uniqueness: “‘l am what lam.” All other beings depend utterly on Him, 
and all good flows from Him, He is a personal God, not in the sense that 
He has a body, but that He deals with man at will—through justice, 
anger and love. He is a God of hope: for the world, created by Him 
with a purpose, is not an illusion and history is not an endless cycle. 
Rather, it is an ascent at the end of which is the promise—and the 
challenge—of the Kingdom of God. Life is not a burden to be escaped, 
but God's gift to be lived fully, according to His will. *“Seek ye me and 
live,"” He commanded in the words of the prophet Amos. 

Judaism is a strongly earth-centered religion. It looks to an after life, 
but its practice is not so much to prepare man for the next world as to 
guide him in this. Its supreme preoccupation and guiding passion is 
ethics—the never-ending attempt to ascertain God's will in all things. 
That will is set down in the Torah, the heart of the Jewish religion. Torah, 
which means law and teaching, stands for the five books of Moses 
Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers and Deuteronomy. But Judaism 
also relies on the other books of Hebrew Scrip- 
ture. Thus ina larger sense, Torah stands for all 
Scripture, and for all the Law based on it. 

In Judaism, as God is one, so is life: every 
part of it must be sanctified. As life is one, so 
is man: there is no division between the evil 
represented by body and the good represented 
by soul, for both must serve God. Ideally, the 
table must be an altar, the home a house of 
God, the marketplace an expression of jus- 
tice. That is why the religious Jew moves 
through life on a round of blessings, which 
he says over food and drink, for new clothes, 
when he sights the sea or sees any beautiful 
object. That is also why the Torah ranges from 
minute instruction to sublime teaching. The 
Books of Moses set down the Ten Command- 


r VHE voice of Judaism can be heard in one sentence, Across the three 


damage. Central to the concept of Judaism is the doctrine of mitzvah, a 
word that means commandment but, by implication, also ‘“‘good deed.” 
In ancient times, rabbis listed 613 mitzvot, They range from visiting the 
sick, burying the dead and sparing another man’s feelings to prayer and, 
above all, teaching and studying the Torah. 

When a Jewish boy first starts Torah studies, a drop of honey is 
placed on the page to indicate that this duty is also a great joy. To 
fathom the meaning of the Torah, to interpret every word and every 
dot, has been the major intellectual preoccupation of Jews across the 
centuries. As a result, the scholar has always been a hero to Judaism. 

Judaism sees man as a paradox: he is a handful of dust but he also 
carries the divine spark. He is fashioned in the image of God and this 
means, above all, that he has freedom. He lives in the perpetual crisis of 
free will, faced at every moment with the choice between good and 
evil. Judaism holds that man, being man, cannot escape sin. But in the 
main Adam’s fall is not seen as a stain automatically transmitted—as 
in the orthodox Christian concept of original sin—but rather as a fault 
again and again repeated because of man’s human weakness. Through 
loving God and striving to imitate Him man must also love his fellow 
human beings. Whether love goes beyond the Law, mercy beyond Jjus- 
tice, is an ancient argument. The strict Jewish answer is that love and 
the Law must be one and the same. 

Judaism sees the climax of history in the Messianic age, when all the 
nations “‘shall beat their swords into plowshares.” Beyond the Messianic 
age, Judaism looks to the Kingdom of God, but there is no strict division 
between this world and the next. Religious Jews on the whole believe in 
both resurrection and immortality of the soul, but in this as in many 
other matters Jews are free to make their own philosophical interpreta- 
tion. Nor is there a firm doctrine of divine retribution and reward; they 
are believed to occur both on earth and in the hereafter. Jewish tradition 
does speak undogmatically of heaven and hell but, significantly, their 
names once designated places on earth—Eden, scene of the Fall, and 
Gehenna, a valley where the wicked sacrificed children to Moloch. 

This is the faith of the Jews—a people which today numbers an esti- 
mated 11.8 million throughout the world, more than 5 million in the 
U.S., 1.5 million in Israel. Jews have argued about whether Judaism isa 
nation or a religion—and the existence of the nation of |srael has renewed 
the argument. The answer, according to theo- 
logians, is that it has always been both. 

In Jewish law, a Jew does not cease being a 
Jew simply because he lapses from religious 
observance, It holds anyone born of a Jewish 
mother to be a Jew. Jewish ritual is relatively 
undramiatic, its synagogues are without “‘grav- 
en images.” Its real drama is its history, its 
greatest image an idea—the idea of the One 
Living God which seized on the Jewish people 
and would not let them go. Jewish as well as 
some Christian theologians believe that the 
Jews’ mission till the end of history is to bear 
witness against idolatry, against manmade 
gods, which are fashioned not only of stone 
and bronze, but also of false ideas. The hope

FAMILY LIFE 


The home can also be a house of God 


At the door of every devout Jewish home hangs a small box called 
mezuzah (meaning doorpost) which holds 15 verses from Scripture. 
Often, as family members come or go, they kiss the mezuzah. It pro- 
claims that the house is Jewish and also marks the fact that the home is 
the center of Jewish faith, equal with the synagogue as a house of God. 

To raise a family is a sacred duty to Jews and it is through family loy- 
alty that they express loyalty to Judaism. In an Orthodox home, like the 
David Fink home in Scranton, Pa. which is pictured in these pages, all 
daily life is touched by religion. Meals are prepared strictly according to 
dietary laws, which are derived from scriptural regulations about certain 
foods and practices which were declared unclean—prohibitions which, 
historians have pointed out, had a sound hygienic basis for the time and 
climate. Pork and shellfish, for instance, are forbidden foods; all meat 
must be from animals that were slaughtered quickly and neatly so as to 
prevent too much blood from staying in the flesh. 

The height of family ritual comes on the Sabbath. Rabbis have com- 
pared this day of joy to a queen or a bride and have described it as the 
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Universe, who createst the fruit of the vine.”* From

foretaste of the world to come. Orthodox Jews shun work on the Sab- 
bath and refuse to travel, use the phone, write, touch money or pose for 
photographs (the pictures here used to illustrate Sabbath customs were 
taken on other days). The Sabbath begins on Friday night, when the 
woman of the house lights the traditional candles (see cover). It ends 
at sundown on Saturday and is followed by a ceremony of candle, 
wine and spices, called Havdalah (separating), meant to signify the dis- 
tinction between the Lord’s day and the six working days. 

In the Orthodox home, the other holidays are equally strictly kept. 
The most solemn days are Rosh Hashanah, the Jewish New Year (Sep- 
tember or October), and, seven days later,-Yom Kippur, the Day of 
Atonement. Together, they form a period of repentance, soul-searching 
and return to God. Rosh Hashanah begins with a festive meal at which 
special white bread (hal//ah) is dipped in honey to symbolize the hoped- 
for sweetness of the coming year. Yom Kippur, when God is believed to 
seal man’s destiny, requires a strict 24-hour fast, a thorough weighing 
of one’s past deeds and synagogue prayer for God's mercy. 

Next in Importance among the holidays is Passover (March or April), 
the festival recalling the liberation from Egyptian bondage (pp. 104- 
J05). Simchath Torah, or Rejoicing in the Law (September or October), 
marks the end of the yearly cycle of Torah reading. In the synagogue, 
a member of the congregation known as the “Bridegroom of the Law” 
reads from Scripture to show that Israel is symbolically wedded to the 
Torah. Purim (February or March) finds the children dancing and dress- 
ing up, recalling how beautiful Queen Esther saved the Jews from perse- 
cution at the hands of a politician named Haman. Hannukkah, the Feast 
of Lights (November or December), is a gay occasion with games and 
presents and has, for many American Jewish children, become a kind of 
equivalent for Christmas. It celebrates the victory of Judah Maccabeus 
over the Syrians and the rekindling of the Temple light. 

Beyond the holidays, family ritual follows the cycle of life. On the 
eighth day after a male child is born, he is circumcised to commemorate 
God's covenant with Abraham. At 13, a boy becomes bar mitzvah (a son 
of the commandment), j.e., he assumes all adult religious duties. 

But the family’s triumphal day is a wedding. Jewish weddings are 
surrounded by many different customs. In the eastern European tradi- 
tion, for instance, the groom is supposed to make a speech about the 
Torah. In strictest Orthodox practice, rarely observed today, the bride 


- must shave her head and henceforth wear a wig in order not to be attrac- 


tive to other men. The traditional service may include the usual formal 
questions (“*Will you take this woman ....’’), a short benediction over 
the institution of marriage, and the ring ceremony. The service ends 
with seven blessings and the breaking of a glass, to commemorate, even 
on a joyful occasion, the destruction of Jerusalem. 

Marriage is considered sacred, though divorce is permitted. Jewish 
tradition considers the husband very much the master, but woman is 
held in the utmost esteem as mother and keeper of the home. **Love thy 
wife as thyself,’ says the Talmud, ‘‘and honor her more than thyself. 
Be careful not to cause woman to weep, for God counts her tears.” 


MARRIAGE CONTRACT is signed before ceremony. It stipulates husband’s 
obligations, including support of wife in case of divorce. Practice was begun 
to protect wife who in old Jewish law could be divorced without her consent. 


UNDER THE “‘CHUPAH,” canopy symbolizing new home to which the 
bridegroom is taking his bride, the rabbi says a benediction over the wine.

CHILD: “Why ts this night different from all other nights?” 
ELDER: ““We were slaves unto Pharaoh in Egypt and the Eternal our 
God led us from there with a mighty hand... .” 

With this formal exchange between the head of the family and the 
carefully drilled youngest son, the services of Passover start—four ques- 
tions and the answer which, repeated through the generations of Jewry, 
explain the holiday's triumphant significance. Passover joyously recalls 
the greatest drama in Jewish tradition—the Israelites’ deliverance from 
Egyptian bondage and the great Exodus which led to the covenant of 
Mount Sinai. It symbolizes the Jewish view of the special grace as well as 
the special burden of service the Lord gave Israel. But Passover is never 
free of an element of sadness. Passover prayers remind the Jews that, 
after Egypt, there were other times of exile and bondage. 

The name Passover derives from the last of the 10 plagues, for the 
Lord promised to “‘smite all the first-born in the land of Egypt.” but 
“passed over the houses of the children of Israel.”” When Pharaoh let 


recalls the escape out of Egypt 


the Jews leave, he did not even give them time to finish baking their 
bread, which they carried along on their shoulders, unleavened. As a 
reminder “throughout your generations,’””’ God commanded Moses to 
set aside a seven-day festival, during which no Jew may eat leaven. 

At Passover the ceremonial evening meal called Seder is presided over 
by the family head. Prayers and food rites are noted in a book called 
Haggadah (Recital). The dishes have special meanings, e.g., the thin, 
unleavened matzot stand for the “‘bread of affliction,” the faroset, a 
paste of apples and nuts, for the mortar used by Jews as they labored for 
Pharaoh. Participants sit leaning to the left, the attitude of free men in 
the ancient world. The Seder is specially intended to instruct children in 
the glad meaning of Passover, and in this spirit the last matzah to be 
eaten 1s usually hidden and later searched for by a child amid much 
merriment, Since some Jews believe that the prophet Elijah will an- 
nounce the coming of the Messiah on a Passover, they put out an 
extra glass of wine for the prophet and open the door to let him in.

The Law and the prophets sustained Jews 


in centuries of dispersion and persecution 


‘“Look from heaven and see how we have become a scorn and a derision 
among the nations; we are accounted as sheep brought to the slaughter, 
to be slain and destroyed or to be smitten and reproached. 

“Yet, despite all this, we have not forgotten thy Name: we beseech 
thee, forget us not... .” 

This is the special prayer inserted in the Orthodox Jewish morning 
service, originally designed to be said “‘in time of martyrdom and defa- 
mation of Israel.’* There have been few mornings In Jewish history when 
the prayer was not appropriate. In Judaism, religion and history are 
inseparable, and the whole of that history can be regarded as a continu- 
ing re-enactment of the drama of Exodus: bondage, liberation by God’s 
grace, service to God as a result. Countless times, from Egypt to the 
Spanish Inquisition, from Babylon to Germany, the Jews were in bond- 
age and on the point of being wiped out. Yet each time, what the 
Prophet Isaiah called a saving remnant survived, while whole dynasties 
of pharaohs with their armies and their empires were drowned in the sea 
of history. That is the miracle of Judaism. In the figurative sense, survival 
is the Jewish sacrament. 

The masters of the world in which Judaism was born—proud Egypt, 
brazen Tyre—must have accounted the early Israelite tribes of no im- 
portance: they were not different from countless, nameless other tribes 
who pitched their tents and worshiped their idols in the desert. The 
patriarchs Abraham, Isaac and Jacob in the scriptural account knew 
God and served him. But the real transformation of the wandering 
tribes into a nation of rocklike endurance—into a ‘“‘kingdom of 
priests’’—is summed up by a single name: Moses, to whom God issued 
the commandment, ‘*Thou shalt have no other gods before me.” Not 
many men before his time had glimpsed the idea of monotheism. Their 
concept fell far short of the Mosaic vision which overwhelmed the Jew- 
ish people with the revelation of One Living God and his Law. 

It was not an easy revelation to live by. In the three centuries be- 
tween Moses, who led his people from Egypt probably around 1400 
B.C., and the founding of the Israelite monarchy by Saul in the 11th 
Century B.C., the Jews fought not only with foreign invaders but with 
their soul. The memories of older, less morally demanding gods kept 
rising up to challenge the new authority of Jehovah. There was continu- 
ous rebellion also against human authority. The reigns of David and 
his son Solomon ended in despotism and division, the realm splitting 
into the kingdom of Israel in the north, the kingdom of Judah in the 
south. Yet out of these struggles emerged an unforgettable group of 
men who renewed Moses’ vision—the prophets. 

The prophets always stood behind the throne, casting a warning 
shadow over pomp and power. They stood in the courtyard of the 
Temple, hurling faith against mere forms of worship. They stood out- 
side the rich man’s house, bringing the protest of the poor to the opu- 
lent table. They were imprisoned, stoned, reviled. But they could not 
be silenced for they were the people’s living conscience. They were 
God’s revolutionaries. 

The great age of prophecy came in the Eighth and Seventh Centuries 
B.C. The Scriptures tell how Amos appeared in Bethel, a wild-looking 
figure in a shepherd’s cloak. It was a holiday, filled with elaborate 
ritual. ‘‘Hear ye this word,” his message went, “‘] hate, | despise your 
feast days ... take thou away from me the noise of thy song. ... 
But let judgment run down as waters and righteousness as a mighty 
stream.’’ Amos denounced the idle rich: **] saw the Lord standing upon 
the altar: and he said, Smite the lintel of the door, that the posts may 
shake: and cut them in the head, all of them... .” 
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<@— REPAIRING THE TORAH, a scribe in Jerusalem mends a scroll of the Law. 


Behind him are some 80,000 Torah fragments saved from European syna- 
gogues ruined by Nazis. A new Torah must be handwritten according to strict 
rules, and always on parchment. A worn Torah is repaired or put aside, never 
destroyed. Nothing on which the name of God 1s written may be destroyed. 
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WRATHFUL MOSES breaks the tablets of the Law at Mount Sinai when he 
finds that the Children of Israel, abandoning Jehovah, have taken to wor- 
shiping the golden calf: ““He saw the calf, and the dancing; and Moses’ anger 
waxed hot, and he cast the tables out of his hands, and brake them beneath 
the mount.”

But there is more in the voice of the prophets than God’s wrath; 
there is, above all, his mercy. The early Mosaic faith, as it is recorded 
in Exodus, still contained a strong admixture of stern desert justice. It 
was the prophets who transformed that faith into a religion of mercy, 
who showed most clearly that Jehovah was not only an angry but a 
loving God. Hosea, through the famous story of the erring wife whom he 
forgave, taught the divine quality of forgiveness. Isaiah echoed the same 
message, in which the Jews hear the heralding of the Messiah: **For 
unto us a child is born, unto us a son is given.. .. The mighty God, 
The Everlasting Father, The Prince of Peace.” 

Despite the warnings of the prophets, the Jews became entangled in 
the wars of their bigger neighbors. In 722 B.C. the kingdom of Israel 
was destroyed by the Assyrians and its people vanished, ever after haunt- 
ing history as “‘the 10 lost tribes.” In Judah, Jeremiah, the relentlessly 
pacifist prophet, cried out his curses on war, on those who were “‘saying 
peace, peace, when there is no peace. ... I will surely consume them, 
saith the Lord.” But Judah ignored Jeremiah and by 586 the Babylo- 
nians under Nebuchadnezzar conquered the kingdom. Solomon’s great 
Temple was razed, the leading Jewish families were carried into Baby- 
lonian captivity. The exile raised the overwhelming question of how to 
face the God of the Covenant when He brings disaster to his chosen 
people. From this dilemma arises rebellion against God, the desperate 
daring of Job when he cries out against God’s cruelty. Yet such rebellion 
must always end, as it does with Job, in atonement. To this Isaiah adds 
the insight that the suffering of the prophet may redeem the whole peo- 
ple, or the suffering of the whole people may redeem the world. 

Many of the homeless, homesick Jews were tempted to accept the 
gods and the magic of their captors. This thread of assimilation was met 
by Ezekiel, who heard God’s command: “‘Son of man, I have made thee 
a watchman unto the house of Israel.”” Where earlier prophets had thun- 
dered against empty ritual, Ezekiel insisted on ritual as the essential 
means to keep his people’s identity, to set the Jews apart. From then on, 
Judaism can be seen as a continuing dialog between observance and 
faith, between letter and spirit, between the Law and the prophets. 

The Babylonian exile ended with the destruction of yet another phar- 
oah: Belshazzar’s Babylon was conquered by the Persians, the Jewish 
state was re-established and the Temple was rebuilt by 515 B.C. But 
now the Jewish nation faced the inroads of Greek thought. 

The Greeks, as a famous epigram has it, worshiped the holiness of 
beauty, while the Jews worshiped the beauty of holiness. The Greek 
spirit stood for reason and human self-sufficiency. It also led some to a 
mystically abstract view of God. Philo of Alexandria (20 B.C.—40 A.D.) 
sought to fuse Greek reason and Judaism, partly by treating Scripture 
as allegory. But in the main the dominant Jewish tradition remained 
impervious to Greek culture. This remarkable resistance was due to the 
spirit of Ezekiel—a dogged devotion to the Law of the Torah perpetu- 
ated by the shoferim (scribes) and later by the Pharisees. 

While the Jews resisted the culture of Hellenism, they could not re- 
sist its armies. Judah was swept by successive conquests: in 332 B.C, 
Alexander the Great came, in 198 B.C. the Syrians. Then in 63 B.C. 
Palestine became a Roman province, ruled by the Roman puppet kings, 
the Herods (37 B.C.,—44 A.D.). As the Jews continued to break out 
rebelliously, Roman armies under Titus took Jerusalem in 70 A.D. and 


THE TOMBS OF THE SANHEDRIN, where members of the highest council 
in Jewish state were buried, were hewn out of rock near Jerusalem. Sanhedrin 
became merely a religious body, regulating ritual and interpreting the Law. 
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THE LORD SAVES HIS PEOPLE, parting the Red Sea to bring the fleeing 
children of Israel to the other shore, Then, when the Egyptians kept up pur- 
suit, “The Lord said unto Moses, Stretch out thine hand over the sea, that the 


destroyed the Second Temple. Later, Jews were forbidden access to 
Jerusalem except once a year, on the anniversary of the Temple’s fall, 
when they were allowed, at a fee, to enter the city and mourn. 

There was now no longer a Jewish king who must be recalled to 
righteousness, no longer a Jewish caste of Temple priests who must be 
reminded of the living faith. The place of the prophets was taken by the 
Law—the Torah and its teachers, the rabbis. 

For centuries the commandments of the Mosaic books had been in- 
terpreted, expanded and adapted. Where the Bible spoke of “‘an eye for 
an eye,” the rabbis decided that the Law’s intention had been merely 
some form of compensation, not literally the taking of an eye. Every 
biblical commandment, in fact every word, went through such elabora- 
tion. Talmudic arguments and definitions may sometimes appear futile 
to the modern lay mind which is willing to spend such tireless attention 
only on science. But this was the expression of a passionate conviction 
that God’s will can and must be determined in all things. The result was 
a body of oral law (Mishna) which was preserved, generation after gen- 
eration, only in memory. It was feared that, if committed to writing, it 
would become too rigid and might rival the sacred Torah. Incredibly 
detailed, the Mishna concerned itself with such questions as how to pray 
while laboring on top of a wall or while on horseback (riding a horse 
was considered a proud action, not easily compatible with the humility 
needed for prayer). It listed all charitable duties and, since traditionally 
the gleanings of the harvest were turned over to the poor, the Mishna 
discussed who was to get grain that had fallen into ant holes. It ruled 
on what objects might be worn on the Sabbath (ornaments and amulets 
were forbidden, but false teeth and wooden legs were allowed). 

About this code of oral law in turn developed a vast body of com- 
mentary (Gemara). Every argument of the rabbis, every minority opin- 
ion and every majority ruling was preserved in the academies, Probably 
late in the Sixth Century B.C., both the Mishna and the Gemara were 
finally committed to paper. The result is known as the Talmud. 

Along with Halakha (law) it also contained Haggadah (narration). 
These are fables, history, folklore, medicine, astronomy. The rabbinical 
arguments are infinitely detailed. A discussion of the duty to return 
lost property, as for example a bundle of promissory notes, would lead 
to a scrupulous examination of what constituted a bundle, as distin- 
guished from a roll. Much of the Talmud was given over to ethical pre- 
cepts, as for instance the beautiful “‘Sayings of the Fathers,” whose 
tenor may be sensed from a brief passage: 

**Who is wise? He who learns from all men... . Who is mighty? He 
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waters may come again upon the Egyptians, upon their chariots, and... 
horsemen. ... And the sea returned to his strength. ... And the Lord over- 
threw the Egyptians in the midst of the sea.”’ This engraving is by John Martin, 


who controls his passions. ... Who 1s rich? He who rejoices in his por- 
tion. .. . Who is honored’? He who honors others. . 
any man, and carp not at any thing; for there is not a man that has not 
his hour, and there is not a thing that has not its place... .” 

To the Talmud, God is so close that at times He almost seems to bea 
member of the family. Yet all through it runs a strong strain of skepti- 
cism. It is told, for example, that Rabbi Eliezer could not convince the 
majority of his fellows on some point of law and, in order to sway them, 
caused a tree to move 100 yards and a stream to flow backward. The 
rabbis were still unimpressed. Finally a heavenly voice was heard uphold- 
ing Eliezer’s point. Whereupon the leader of the opposition rose calmly 
and said, *‘The Torah declares concerning itself ‘it is not up in heaven.’ 
Once the Torah was given to us on Mount Sinai, we pay no heed to 
heavenly voices but follow the opinion of the majority.” 

The Talmud became for Jews the only homeland. After the Roman 
conquest of Jerusalem, they were scattered throughout the Near East 
countries and Europe. They fared best in Spain during the five centuries 
of Moslem rule. In Christian Europe they too often lived as despised 
strangers. Yet persecution kept welling up from below. “‘Whenever the 
pagan within the Christian soul rises in revolt against the yoke of the 
cross, he vents his fury on the Jews,” an eminent Jewish theologian, 
Franz Rosenzweig, has written. 

The world came to personalize the Talmud which again and again 
was put on trial by the Church, excommunicated and burned. It was 
believed that there was some magic in it that ensured Jewish survival. In 
a sense there was. The Talmud was a world in which Jews could escape 
from the reality of the ghetto, a world in whose regulations the Temple 
still stood and the fields of Israel were still under the plow. 

The brilliant 12th Century Jewish philosopher Moses Maimonides, 
who was strongly influenced by Aristotle, codified the mass of tradi- 
tional teaching. Maimonides also set down what he considered to be the 
13 basic dogmas of Judaism, including belief in God's existence, unity, 
incorporeality, timelessness, justice, as well as belief in resurrection and 
human immortality. But after Maimonides, the great dialog of Jewish 
history took another turn—an old strain of mysticism came to the fore. 

In all ages, the mystic tries to find—in addition to truths of the Law 
and philosophy—direct experience of God. Out of such yearning arose 
the vast, much misunderstood movement called the Cabala (literally, 
tradition). Its starting point was the problem of creation: how God, an 
infinite, spiritual being, could create the finite, material world, To fill that 
apparent gap, Cabalists constructed a whole new metaphysical universe 
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of “intermediary substances,” ranging in complex constellations from 
divine will to angels, from the Eternal Light to Sammael, the archfiend. 
The Cabala was deeply ethical and pious in its aims. But in time, some 
of its practitioners became mere verbal alchemists, juggling letters of 
the alphabet (which were thought to represent divine emanations) and 
searching the Scriptures for secret magical formulas. 

The Jews now lived not only in a physical but a spiritual ghetto. Too 
often Talmud study became only an exercise in pi/pul (hairsplitting). 
Jewish annals in those centuries are a succession of persecutions, expul- 
sions and stretches of uneasy peace. History was the morning prayer 
and the evening prayer. There are no dynasties and no epics: only an 
accumulation of that wry humor with which the Jews sometimes man- 
aged to laugh at their misfortunes, and which is epitomized by the name- 
less Polish rabbi who prayed in the midst of a pogrom, “‘God, if it is not 
yet time to redeem the Jews, please, at least redeem the Gentiles.” 

The Renaissance bypassed the mass of Jews. For them, the Middle 
Ages did not end until after the French Revolution, when they gradu- 
ally won equal rights. In the 19th Century they burst out of the ghetto 
In a great sweep of intellectual and artistic achievement. Centuries in 
which they had been barred from owning land and from many occupa- 
tions had turned them inward, had developed the skills of the mind. 

The ghetto, often voluntarily created by the Jews, had not been all 
black. It had at least given them a warm, closely knit community in 
which the old faith survived, unquestioned and intact. Now, three de- 
velopments shook that faith deeply. 

First, as Jews moved into the outside world, ancient customs became 
archaic burdens. Jews sought to adjust their traditions to modern times. 
The attempt has, in the U.S., divided the Jews into three kinds of con- 
gregations: Orthodox, Conservative, Reform (pp. /07—/10). 

second, as the Jews became full citizens of the nations in which they 
lived, they imitated those nations by reasserting Jewish nationalism in 
a new, fervently hopeful form—Zionism. Few Jews anywhere failed to 
be moved by the historic adventure which is the state of Israel. Yet 
many were troubled by the emergence of a new type of Jew: unreligious, 
Jewish only by virtue of nationality. 

Third, just 300 years ago the Jews reached America, a land which 
never knew a ghetto. They were free to live and work where they pleased, 
and yet maintain their faith and customs intact. On the other hand, they 
were also freer than ever to abandon their faith. Medieval Europe gave 
them only one alternative to being Jews: conversion to Christianity. But 
in a secular society, they were in effect able to abandon Judaism with- 
out actually having to join another religion. Some Jewish thinkers feared 
that this “‘crisis of freedom” might do more to undermine Judaism than 
centuries of persecution. But the outstanding fact about recent Jewish 
history is that, given a relatively free choice, the majority of Jews have 
chosen to remain Jews, not only in a general sense of loyalty to their 
history but in a specific sense of religious practice. 

The ancient dialog between the Law and the prophets continues. 
There can be no question of victory or defeat: the dialog itself is the basis 
of Judaism, and its gift to the world. Jews believe that they need both 
the Law and the prophets, a union of practice and spirit, if they are to 
fulfill the injunction placed upon them by Micah some 2,700 years 
ago: to “‘do justly, to love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God.”

Carryovers from the archaic Jewish ways of life can be seen today in a 
shabby-looking section of Brooklyn called Williamsburg. There, amid 
drugstores, service stations and delicatessens, move strange figures that 
seem to belong to another age—bearded men with side curls and wide- 
brimmed black hats and long black coats. They are the Hassidim (pious 
ones). In Judaism, which has scen many of its members and groups grow 
away from orthodox tradition, the Hassidim represent the ultraortho- 
dox. They forbid movies, TV, any public entertainment, as well as the 
teaching of Darwin (considered contradictory to Scripture). 

The Hassidic movement began in the 18th Century, when the Jewish 
religion had become rigid with Talmudic formulas. A visionary named 
Israel Ben Eliezer, later known as Baal Shem Tob or master of the 
divine name, who made his living as a teacher in a small Polish village 
launched a stirring revival movement. The Baal Shem preached that 
salvation was in faith and direct communion with God rather than only 
in study of Torah and Talmud. His work was carried on by spiritual 
leaders called Zaddikim (righteous ones) who were revered as saints in 
hundreds of eastern European Jewish communities, held absolute power 
over their people and founded ‘‘dynasties” to continue their mission. 

The leader of the Williamsburg community, Hungarian-born Rabbi 
Joel Teitlebaum, comes from such a “‘dynasty.”’ His congregation, which 
numbers about 750 families, most of them survivors of Nazi concentra- 
tion camps, used to live in the town of Satmar, Romania. After World 
War II they followed their rabbi to the U.S. To them he is a holy 
man and their existence revolves around him. He lives in strictest seclu- 
sion, carefully screened by his disciples from the outside world, but each 
day he receives followers to give them advice. They accept it unquestion- 
ingly on everything from taking a new apartment to choosing a doctor.

MODERNISM Reform 


Temple has parted with tradition 


Furthest of all groups from the traditional ways of Judaism are the 
Reform synagogues, and in a congregation like Beth El in Providence, 
R.I. the effects of modernity and America on the religion can be most 
sharply seen. Founded in 1854 as an Orthodox congregation, but gradu- 
ally changed to Reform, Beth El has an imposing and sunny-looking 
building, in contrast to the many Orthodox synagogues which still 
maintain the dark, severely plain atmosphere of former times—indica- 
tions that they were to be regarded only as a temporary substitute for 
the Jerusalem Temple. At Beth El, the traditional skull cap, hat or 
prayer shawl is not worn. An organ and choir are used for services, but 
the congregation hopes to reintroduce the cantor, who chants Jewish 
prayers. The Torah ts read first in Hebrew, then translated into English. 
Prayers are said mostly in unison, and there is none of the individual, 
fervently private prayer of the Orthodox synagogue. 

All this represents the Reform movement's attempt to make the ritual 
more intelligible to people unfamiliar with Hebrew. The adherents of 
Reform feel that they represent not a schism in Jewry (see p. //0) but 
basically a disagreement on how much ritual and observances may 
change from the traditional ways. Temple Beth El, whose congregation 
numbers 776 families, has a meeting hall, a playroom, 18 classrooms for 
religious instructions, a kitchen for parties. It serves as focus for many 
religious-social activities, including a Mr. and Mrs. Club to discuss 
child rearing, a choral group, an acting workshop, art classes. 

Like many Reform temples, Beth El tries to appeal to the young and 
has 476 children in its classes. It follows a Reform innovation, a new 
ceremony of confirmation at which 15-year-old boys and girls formally 
accept the Jewish faith on Shabout, the Feast of Weeks, which com- 
memorates the giving of the Law at Sinai.

“If 1 forget thee, O Jerusalem,” sang Jewish captives in Babylonian exile, 
‘let my right hand forget its cunning.’’ The Jews never forgot, never 
ceased dreaming of the Return, In the last decade, from 65 nations, from 
North African hovels, Polish death camps and air-conditioned New York 
apartments, hundreds of thousands converged on the new Jewish state. 

Yet the Orthodox found in the Promised Land a government of social- 
ist and secularist bent, which felt that Orthodox customs were anach- 
romstic leftovers from the ghetto. Orthodox political parties forced the 
government to uphold many religious observances. But small fanatical 
Orthodox factions advocate strictest following of biblical laws. They 
stone cars that move on Saturday, fight state education and conscription 
of women, refuse to recognize the Israeli state because it was not set up 
by the Messiah. But most of the Orthodox work with the government, 
hoping to build a new home for Judaism on the ancient rock of the Torah.

JEWS IN U.S. 


The world’s largest group, they take 


different ways of following one belief 


Since Naziism and World War II came close to exterminating Euro- 
pean Jewry, Judaism has found new strength in the American Jewish 
community, which is the world’s largest. It is also the wealthiest and 
provides essential support for the state of Israel. It has achieved a 
leading position in Jewish learning, having gathered in the new world 
all the traditions of Judaism’s many old worlds. Above all, Judaism 
has found unprecedented freedom in the U.S., has shown that loyalty 
to democratic government and to Jewish tradition go hand in hand. 
American Jewry is divided into three major groups. They differ 
little in the essentials of faith but are at variance when it comes to 
ritual. Historically, the first Jews in America were Orthodox and 
dominated Jewish life till the end of the 19th Century. Their aim was 
to maintain Jewish traditions unchanged. The Reform movement, 
an attempt to modernize the ancient fixed forms of Jewish ritual, was 
started in the 1820s: following Europe’s political upheavals of 1848, 
a wave of Jewish immigration from Germany, where Reform was 
strong, swelled the movement in the U.S. But toward the end of the 
19th Century came another great Jewish immigration wave, from 
eastern Europe, where Orthodox traditions had been unshaken. U.S. 
Orthodox congregations were enormously strengthened. Early in the 
20th Century, the Conservative movement was formed, taking its 
stand on a religious middle ground between the other two groups. 
Today all three movements have more members and are building 
more synagogues than ever. Of more than 5 million Jews in the U.S., 
about 3.6 million belong to an estimated 3,000 congregations. 


The Orthodox keep strictly to the Law 


THE Orthodox movement (Union of Orthodox Jewish Congrega- 
tions of America, National Council of Young Israel, Yeshiva Univer- 
sity Synagogue Council) has an estimated 2,000 congregations and 
approximately 2 million members. Orthodoxy is far from uniform 
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CONSERVATIVE LEADER, Rabbi Dr. Louis Finkelstein, 
60, heads Jewish Theological Seminary in New York, which 
has an enrollment of 2,443. He is a noted author on Judaism.

itself, but Orthodox rabbis insist, among other things, on all kosher 
laws, strict keeping of the Sabbath, separation of men and women in 
the synagogue, Hebrew as the predominant language of worship. 
Such restrictions often make life in a modern society difficult, but 
Orthodox Jews believe that to modify the Law is to destroy it. Under- 
lying this attitude is a theological view which holds that 1) every word 
of the Torah was directly revealed to Moses, and 2) even the Talmud’s 
later interpretations of the Mosaic books were divinely guided. 

Orthodoxy does not rule out adaptions of the Law to modern 
times, but insists that they must not follow merely a desire for hu- 
man convenience. They must be arrived at in accordance with Tal- 
mudic logic and, as one rabbi put it, “‘in fear and trembling [as] 
part of a religious agony.” In their responsa (formal answers to 
religious queries), based on Talmudic precedent, Orthodox rabbis 
have ruled, for instance, that Jewish chaplains may serve the Army 
even though this might mean infringing the Sabbath, and that pre- 
paring meat on electric grills, while contrary to custom, is not con- 
trary to kosher law. 

The best of Orthodox rabbis adhere to the Law not merely for its 
own sake but for the discipline and the poetic sense of the divine it 
can bring to modern life. In the Orthodox view the Sabbath, for ex- 
ample, was instituted to show that man can call a halt to his pro- 
ductivity, to his “‘conquest of the earth,” to his greed. In modern, 
materialist life, Orthodox rabbis believe such a pause is particularly 
necessary for the believer's spiritual health. Something in this view of 
the Law seems to strike a response in many modern American Jews, 
especially the young. Orthodox veshivot, Hebrew-English all-day 
schools with both religious and secular instruction, have grown 
enormously in recent years, now have enrollments of 30,000. 


The Conservatives modify Orthodox practice 


THE Conservative movement (United Synagogue of America) has 
508 congregations and claims about 800,000 members. The Conserva- 
tives try to make Orthodoxy compatible with modern life. Conserva- 
tive synagogue services resemble the Orthodox, except that men and 
women usually sit together, a choir and an organ are permitted. Some 
exceptions to the Sabbath and other laws may be allowed by rabbis, 
e.g., riding to the synagogue. But riding for pleasure and all business 
activity, including shopping, are forbidden. In the Conservative view, 
Talmudic interpretation of the Torah was a product of its particular

Reform group does not consider Torah binding 


THE Reform movement (Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions) has 508 congregations and claims about 800,000 members, 
They accept the Torah “‘as a depository of permanent spiritual ideals” 
but do not consider it literally revealed or completely binding. Re- 
form Jews regard Orthodox practices simply as manmade customs 
and largely holdovers from ghetto life. An early Reform platform 
denied resurrection and punishment in afterlife, rejected all ceremo- 
nies “‘not adapted to the views and habits of modern civilization.” 
But many Reform Jews felt that their worship was becoming too 
unemotional and uninspiring. Though a majority of Reform Jews 
do not observe the dietary and Sabbath laws, they follow many 
other rituals. According to a recent survey, most Reform Jews believe 
in religious marriage but not in the traditional chupah (canopy): 
in lighting candles once a year for the dead but not in the traditional 
tearing of clothes at funerals. While most light Hannukkah candles, 
nearly half do not object to Christmas trees in their homes. 

In addition to these three large groups, there is a smaller faction 
called the Reconstructionists that sees in Judaism principally a cer- 
tain culture and a certain set of ethics. 

Today many Jews who in the past have served only secular Jewish 
causes are turning more and more to formal religion. This may be be- 
cause, far more than a generation ago, American society expects a 
specific religious allegiance in its members. But many hitherto unre- 
ligious Jews are also rediscovering the fact that Judaism indeed in- 
cludes the concepts of a nation, a culture, a set of ethics, but that all 
these things together are insufficient unless they rest on Mount Sinai.

Bill Vukovich had won the famous 500-mile 
Memorial Day auto race at the Indianapolis 
Speedway in 1953 and 1954. This year, after 
140 miles, he was ahead again, seemed on his 
way to winning an unprecedented third in a 
row.

CHIEF COUNSEL FOR N.A.A.C.P. STOPS ON SUPREME COURT BUILDING STEPS BEFORE GOING IN TO HEAR OF HIS LATEST SUCCESS IN DRIVE FOR DESEGREGATION 


CHIEF COUNSEL FOR EQUALITY 


Thurgood Marshall, easy mannered but relentless, is the man who led winning fight on desegregation 
by OLIVER ALLEN 


HURGOOD MarsHatt has fought and won more ALE legal 
T’ battles for desegregation than any other man in the U. ‘As 
chief counsel for the National Association for the Adv cea of 
Colored People, he has harried defenders of segregation in court- 
room after courtroom, from the hostile territory of the deep South to 
the marble chamber of the Supreme Court. 

Last week in Washington, D.C., Marshall won his latest yictory 
when the Supreme Court, while declining to set the deadline he had 
asked, ruled that the states “must make a prompt and reasonable 
start” toward desegregation in schools. In one of the touchiest legal 


issues of the day, Marshall came out on top, as he has in 12 out of 


his 14 Supreme Court cases. 

Under the circumstances it would be reasonable to expect that 
opposition lawyers—most of them Southerners—would take an un- 
kind view of Thurgood Marshall. But here are “unkind” words 
they have said about their Negro opponent: 

Joseph Greenhill, who faced Marshall in the important Sweatt 
segregation case in Texas: “He was an excellent lawyer in the court- 
room. He was courteous, he didn’t rant or rave, and he asked good 
questions.” 

Robert Pigg, who fought Marshall in the South Carolina school seg- 
regation case: “He is an able lawyer and a skillful advocate. His ap- 
peals gain power from his dedication to the cause which he presents.” 

Taggart Whipple, who opposed Marshall in last year’s Supreme 


Court case: “He was eminently fair. Certainly he is one of the top 
civil liberties lawye “rs in the country. iy 

At 46, the leading civil rights lawyer of his time is a surprising 
man, full of contradictions. No solemn crusader, he is high-spirited, 
loud- talking and wisecracking. Profoundly devoted to a cause, he 
usually looks and sounds like a man who is mainly concerned with 
satisfying his zest for life. 

This remarkable man has had a remarkable background and back- 
ing. He has had 19 years of unmatched legal fe ience working for 
the N.A.A.C.P. He has had at his command the full resources ot a 
university law school, Howard University’s, whose faculty, graduates 
and undergr aduates not only work tirelessly for him but provide him 
with a unique and inv aluable “dry run’ ’ before every big case. Most 
of all, Marshall has had the inspiration of a special hero and a teacher 
with a far vision, Charlie Houston. 

Though Houston died five years ago, Marshall still lives by his 
rules aul vision. “Charli ie Houston taught us all that we should be 
‘social engineers,’ “’ Marshall renteniher. One of the most gifted and 
polished advocates his race has known, Houston in 1929 bok over 
the law school at Howard University, a Negro institution in Wash- 
ington, D.C. His goal was to prepare for a vigorous civil rights drive 
for the American Negro. To do this he planned to convert Howard 
Law School, until then distinctly second rate, into a “West Point of 
Negro leadership” so that Negroes could win their own social gains

ter. They married while in college, just before Marshall entered law school.

by fighting segregation in the courts. The difficulty had been, as 
the late Justice louis Brandeis had confided in 1996 to Howard’s 
president, that case after case involving Negro civil rights had been 
lost before an otherwise sympathetic Supreme Court because of 
shabby preparation and poor arguing. 

To correct this Houston rebuilt Howard by hiring an able faculty 
(most, like him, Negro graduates of the best white schools) and 
making the studies brutally difficult. He picked the brightest boys in 
school to help him in his pioneering N.A.A.C.P. work: and gave 
them special training for the struggle ahead. Thurgood Marshall 
was one of the carefully chosen disciples who came to Houston for 
guidance and inspiration, These Houston gave without stint. But 
when Marshall came once complaining about the difficult work 
and looking for sympathy, Houston rebuffed him coldly, saying, 
“No tea for the feeble, no crape for the dead.” 

Marshall did not seem then like much of a man for a cause, any 
more than he does today. He had only had the desire to be a lawyer 
for a year or two, and the ambition came partly from the fact that 
he had recently sotten married. His wife was Vivien (‘‘Buster’’) 
Burey, who had left the University of Pennsylvania to marry Thur- 
good, then a student at Lincoln University near Oxford, Pa. He 
had been christened Thoroughgood Marshall after his srandfather, 
a man named Marshall who had worked for the Thoroughgood 
family in Maryland and had taken his master’s name for himbell 


when he enlisted in the Civil War. Grandson Thurgood (his mother | 


had never called him anything else and that is now his legal name) 
grew up and went to segregated schools on Baltimore's northwest 


side, a polite middle-class Negro residential area. 


Born with a disputatious streak 


UT there was a disputatious streak in Thurgood’s family. At 
home on Druid Hill Avenue, the Marshalls were locally noted 
for their violent nightly arguments. “The lady next door,” says 
Thurgood, “could always tell when my brother Aubrey and I 
sot home from college,” and passers-by outside often had to 
be reassured that there wasn’t any braw] taking place—just the 
Marshalls arguing. 

During his law school years Marshall got up every day at 5 a.m. 
"and coithated from Baltimore to W ashington, spending his morn- 
ings in class, his afternoons and evenings studying or working in 
the law library to help pay his tuition. It was usually midnight 
when he got to bed. He became an exceptional student. William 


Hastie, a 1930 graduate of Harvard Law who taught him contracts, 


was so impressed by a brief Marshall wrote for his class that he 
has kept it ever since. “Now and then,” adds Hastie, who is now 
a federal circuit court judge in Philadelphia, “I take it out and 
look at it again, and I still admire it.” 

Marshall graduated at the head of his class and joined a small 
law firm in Baltimore in the fall of 1933. Soon he found himself 
embroiled in civil rights cases. 

Far from becoming a hero to his friends, Thurgood was consid- 
ered a fool for taking. on civil rights cases, which usually failed dis- 
mally in the courts. They paid him nothing and even scared away 
other business. “Word got around that I was a ‘free’ lawyer— 
that does you no good,” he says. Thurgood sometimes had to 
borrow from his secretary to pay for lunch. 
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FIRST VICTORY in the school segregation fight came in 1935 when Houston 
(/eft) and Marshall (right) got Donald Murray into U. of Maryland Law School.

But he threw himself into the “‘free’’ work. His first major vic- 
tory came in 1935 and was achieved with Charlie Houston’s help. 
Prophetically, it involved getting a Negro, Donald Murray, admit- 
ted to the hitherto segregated University of Maryland law school. 
Pearson vs. Murray signalized the first “breakthrough” in educa- 
tional segregation as envisioned by Houston. It was also one of 
Marshall’s last cases in private practice. In 1935 Houston had left 
Howard to work full time as special counsel for the N.A.A.C.P, 
in New York, and in 1936 he asked his protégé to become 
his assistant. Marshall joined him immediately, and in 1938, 
when Houston retired to private practice, he took over the job 
as special counsel, 

Marshall had only a small staff and limited funds, but every 
time a crucial case came up, he had—and still has—the enormous 
benefit of Howard University’s dry runs. These are arduous, all- 
day rehearsals at the law school, where Marshall and his as- 
sistants try their arguments on a simulated Supreme Court 
made up of professors. Nine of them sit at a long table, and 
each one tries to act as much as possible like a specific Supreme 
Court justice, sticking the lawyers with tough questions that 
might crop up in the court itself. Law students form the au- 
dience and are encouraged to ask rough questions too. 


An answer at 5 a.m. 


HE value of such sessions has been proven repeatedly. Dur- 

ing one dry run in preparation for a Supreme Court hearing 
on discrimination in housing, a student asked a question no one 
present could answer. At the end of the session a group of lawyers 
and professors met to seek the solution. Hour after hour they 
argued over it; finally at 5 a.m. they decided on the answer. Only 
a few minutes after the Supreme Court opened its hearing Justice 
Felix Frankfurter asked the very question posed by the student. 
The answer agreed on at Howard did the trick. 

All through the ’30s and early ’40s Marshall and the N.A.A.C.P. 
kept re-examining their tactics. At the beginning their program 
was to bring suit every time a Negro was denied an education avail- 
able to whites. Back in 1896 the Supreme Court had announced 
the “separate but equal” doctrine under which segregation was 
permissible provided that facilities for Negroes were just as good 
as those for whites. By bringing suit after suit, the N.A.A.C.P. 
hoped the states concerned would get so burdened with the ex- 
pense and trouble of providing “separate but equal” facilities that 
they would give up the struggle and admit colored students to 
white schools. 

There were a few victories to show for this attack, notably the 
Gaines case in 1938, which resulted in the admission of a Negro to 
the University of Missouri law school because there was no com- 
parable state law school for Negroes. By 1945 Marshall and his 
cohorts decided their program was too slow and costly. They de- 
cided to shift to the boldest course: to attack the principle of 
segregation itself. They would begin with the graduate schools. 
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First, good cases had to be found. The plaintiffs had to be willing 
to become public guinea pigs and to remain guinea pigs while their 
cases were brought painstakingly up through the judicial system 
to the top, After five years of preparation and lower court hearings, 
Marshall in 1950 won two vital victories. One was Sweatt vs. 
Painter. Here the Supreme Court ruled that, even though the 
University of Texas had hurriedly set up a separate law school 
for Negroes, this school could not be expected to equal the uni- 
versity's white school, and Marshall’s plaintiff, Heman Sweatt, 
must be admitted to the white school. The other case was McLaurin 
vs. Oklahoma State Regents. Here the court decreed that, even 
though McLaurin had been admitted to Oklahoma’s white gradu- 
ate school, he had been allowed to study and live only on an un- 
equal basis, with separate chairs and tables reserved for him, and 
henceforth he must be treated like any other student. 

Emboldened, Marshall that same month called a conference at 
Howard University and N.A.A.C.P. gave him the go-ahead to widen 
the attack: henceforth they would fight school segregation not just 
in graduate schools but on all levels. 

In preparing for the famous school segregation cases before the 
Supreme Court, Marshall eventually found that the normal re- 
sources of Howard’s law school and law graduates were not enough. 
The five cases had first come up for argument together before the 
court in December 1952, Marshall himself had fought the South 
Carolina case, which was considered the crucial one, from its in- 
ception in 1951; other N.A.A.C.P. and Howard University lawyers 
handled the other cases, with Marshall masterminding them, 

In June 1953 the court asked that the cases be reargued, and in 
so doing handed to both sides a list of questions concerning the 
historical background of the 14th Amendment, which forbids the 
states to “abridge the privileges”’ of citizens of the U.S., and the 
probable effects if the court might happen to outlaw segregation. 
This called for deeply perceptive sociological and historical think- 
ing. Marshall met the challenge by organizing one of the most 
remarkable cooperative ventures in legal history. He called together 
more than 75 white and Negro historians, economists, psycholo- 
gists, sociologists and other experts from colleges and universities 
all over the U.S. At their own expense they gathered in New York 
in September 1953 to help Marshall and his cause. 

The other N.A.A.C.P. lawyers by now were used to Marshall’s 
ability to command the Howard dry runs effortlessly, but they 
were surprised to find him equally at home in this court of eminent 
scholars. Much of the time he merely sat by, absorbing what the 
others said, although the frequent loudmouthed wisecracks he 
interjected came close to offending some of the experts. Yet when- 
ever the proceedings seemed in danger of bogging down, Marshall 
would take over, summarize matters concisely and get the profes- 
sors back on the subject. 


The cases that could not be lost 


SKELETON force of experts and volunteer lawyers, com- 
manded by Marshall, boiled down the conference results into 
the N.A.A.C.P.’s thoughtful and thorough but sharply worded 
235-page brief which was filed with the Supreme Court that No- 
vember. Still the conferences continued. Then came the dry runs 
at Howard and some last-minute hotel-room conferences in Wash- 
ington, which lasted 18 to 20 hours a day. Finally came the hear- 
ings themselves, whereby the court would make up its mind about 
the most vital series of cases the N.A.A.C.P. had ever handled— 
the cases Marshall could not afford to lose. | 
In the Supreme Court chamber, waiting to go on, Marshall was 
extremely nervous. His co-lawyers say he is on edge before each 
one of his Supreme Court presentations, but few others have ever 
known about it. Once on his feet, however, he was relaxed and 
confident. The nine justices of the Supreme Court sat with their 
eyes fixed on him. Spectators overflowing the august chamber 
strained to catch every word as it came from loudspeakers among 
the red velvet curtains and echoed around the marble halls. Mar- 
shall was completely at ease. Sometimes clasping the sides of the 
lectern, sometimes gesturing with his glasses, he seemed not so 
much to be arguing as to be holding a conversation with some 
men he knew well. He spoke not in legal technicalities but in 
clear, simple language that summed up his innermost thoughts 
on segregation: 

Those same kids in Virginia and South Carolina—and I have 
een them do it—they play in the streets together, they play on 
their farms together, they go down the road together, they separate 
o go to school, they come out of school and play ball together. 
hey have to be separated in school... . 
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NOT-SO-SECRET PASSION of Marshall’s for electric trains led friends to 
give him set for Christmas, Marshall (left) operates train for fellow lawyers, 
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“It can’t be because of slavery in the past because there are 
very few groups in this country that haven't had slavery some 
place back in the history of their groups. It can’t be color because 
there are Negroes as white as the drifted snow, with blue eyes 
and they are just as segregated as the colored men. 

“The only thing it can be is an inherent determination that 
the people who were formerly in slav ery, regardless of anything 
else, shall be kept as near that stage as is possible, and now is 
the time, we submit, that this court should make it clear that 
that is not what our Constitution stands for.” 

The Supreme Court did indeed make it clear in its decision of 
May 17, 1954, that school segregation was contrary to the Constitu- 
tion. This was the key victory, but there still remained the problem! 
of implementing the decision with an opinion on how desegregation 
should be accomplished. This was the opinion delivered last week. 

When he wins a case, Marshall normally blows off large quantities 
of steam. He once celebrated an important event by dancing a jig 
on the tables of a San Francisco restaurant. On another occasion 
he was so exuberant after a favorable Supreme Court decision that 
he gave his office staff explicit instructions that no phone calls were 
to come in for him without going through each one of seven assist- 
ant secretaries, whom he thereupon appointed. As a result Justice 
Frank Murphy was unable to get through the phalanx of secretaries 
to tender his congratulations. He had to write him a letter next 
day. And yet, when he won his greatest victory of all, the school 
segregation case last year, Marshall was strangely quiet. There was 
a big celebration party in his office, but somehow it never got off 
the ground, “T guess the news was just too big for us,” says Mar- 
shall’s secretary, Alice Stovall. Marshall walked around as if in a 
daze. At one point he was heard to say, “You fools go ahead and 
have your fun, But we ain’t begun to work yet.” 


Crab soup and chocolate cake 


N the last year Marshall has been as busy as ever. A demon for 
work who spends at least three fourths of his time traveling 
(he racks up more than 50,000 miles a year), he has passed out 
from hard work and lack of ‘sleep three times in the past 10 years. 
A friend has called him “a teakettle about to explode.” ‘This life 
is something,’ Marshall said one day on his way out of an elevator. 
“You never know when you're going to meet yourself coming 
around the corner.” Still he has leftover energy. On long train 
trips when his staff loses sight of him they have learned to look 
in the diner where he will he regaling the waiters with loud jokes 
(he once had a summer job as a dining car waiter). Marshall has 
always had a not-so-secret passion for trains and a few years ago 
some friends of his gave him a fine toy train set for Christmas. 
Outfitted in a striped engineer’s cap, he happily ran the trains 
around the track for neighborhood kids. 
An accomplished cook, he specializes in crab soup. Also a pro- 
found sentimentalist, he once broke into tears when his wife told 
him his homemade chocolate cake was as good as she could bake.

His New York staff never knows when Marshall is likely to start 
a herce argument or pass something off with a joke. His bound- 
less little-boy joviality amazes many of his friends even though 
they realize that without it he might have broken under the severe 
pressure of the last decade. In his office he occasionally takes 
over the switchboard while the operator is at lunch and takes 
great delight when callers are surprised at being able to reach 
him so suddenly. He loves to tease his secretaries. There is al- 
most no cowboy picture extant which he has not seen and he has 
often left his chief secretary, Alice Stovall, standing in the mid- 
dle of a railroad station while he has gone off to take in another 
Western. Last fall, when his Harlem neighbor, Ballplayer Willie 
Mays, won the National League batting championship, Marshall 
gave Willie an orange juice and milk “cocktail’’ party in the 
corner drugstore. 

Able to relax with absolutely everyone, janitor or Supreme Court 
Justice, Marshall makes himself popular wherever he goes. “I’ve 
been all over the country with Thurgood,” remarks Professor James 
Nabrit of Howard, “and I’ve never known any situation where 
after two or three days he was not liked by the very people he was 
opposing. I believe it is almost his most important contribution 

ecause everywhere he has gone he has made friends for us.”’ 

Marshall’s winning personality never changes, but his accent 
does. His associate lawyers are always amused at how his way of 
talking loudly and boisterously and as -much like a caricature of a 
Negro as possible becomes more and more pronounced the farther 
he goes below the Mason-Dixon Line. Before the Supreme Court he 
has no trace of a “Negro accent,” but in his office and among 
friends he deliberately adopts the most vigorous, crudest jargon 
as a kind of reassertion of his own racial identity. Ueliborately hid- 
ing his great respect for the Supreme Court, he has commented 
after successful appearances before the justices, ‘I ain’t no fool 
when it comes to those boys.” 

Marshall’s work takes him away from the safety and solemnity 
of the courtroom. Sometimes it brings him face to oe with danger. 
In 1946 he went to Columbia, Tenn. to defend some Negroes ac- 
cused of attempted murder during a riot. So hostile was the atmos- 
phere that Marshall did not even stay in Columbia but commuted 
40 miles each day from Nashville. 

The evening of the day the trial ended favorably for Marshall he 
was driving back to Nashville with his two assistant attorneys 
when several police cars drew up and forced him off the road. 
“Where’s your driver’s license?” they demanded, pistols bristling. 
Marshall produced his license and was released. A few minutes 
later the same men again stopped him. This time they charged 
him with being drunk and carrying liquor in the car. He assured 
them he had not had a drop, and a search of the car produced noth- 
ing, and so again he was allowed to proceed. A few minutes later 
he was stopped for a third time. Accusing Marshall of drunken 
driving, the officers ordered him to get out of the car and cross the 
street to the magistrate’s office. Knowing that colored people often 
get shot “resisting arrest’ in such cases, he refused to go except 
under police escort. This was ultimately agreed to and the entire 
throng entered the magistrate’s office. “The magistrate was a short 
man,’ remembers Marshall, ‘‘and I put my hands on his shoulders 
and rocked back and forth, breathing just as hard as [ could into 
that man’s face.” This was enough to convince the magistrate of 
Marshall’s sobriety. “I really hadn’t had anything to drink, but 
after leaving there we drove to Nashville and then, boy, I really 
wanted a drink.” 


A lynching averted 


ARSHALL occasionally pulls other Negroes out of danger with 

the same quick thinking. One night while playing pinochle 
with some friends in New York, he received a long-distance phone 
call from a friend somewhere in the South advising Marshall that 
a lynching was about to get under way. Hastily Marshall put a call 
in to the FBI in Washington. But the office had closed. He tried 
the next best thing; he put in a person-to-person call to an impor- 
tant lawyer-politician of the state where the trouble was—a man 
with a strong anti-Negro bias. Marshall pointed out that with an 
election coming up, the politician could ill afford the notoriety of 
a lynching. The state police were called out and the lynching was 
narrowly averted. 

After the Supreme Court hearings last April, Marshall’s stalf 
had been in a state of suspended animation, waiting for the im- 
plementing decision. Marshall himself kept going, but with a dif- 
ference. His wife, to whom he had been married 26 vears, died 
last February. The Marshalls had been devoted to each other, and

because he has always been away so much, their home life in the 
apartment in Harlem meant a lot to him. For months the doctor 
kept his wife’s illness a secret from Marshall. When he learned of 
it he was so shocked that he almost collapsed. The last six weeks 
before she died he stayed with her continuously, rarely leaving the 
apartment and refusing to see his closest friends. 

After the funeral Marshall drove himself harder than ever. In 
spite of his occasional bragging and his flip manner, he is humble 
about his work. “I’m convinced someone else could do this job 
better,” he says. When Negro parents in Clarendon County, 5.C. 
came up to him during the ‘trtt school trial and thanked him pro- 
fusely for taking on their troubles, he seemed embarrassed and 
would only say, “It’s just a job, it’s just a job.”’ He could earn 
in private practice much more than the $15,000 he gets from 
N.A.A.C.P., but his friends would be surprised if he quit. Several 
years back a Southern judge who had presided over several cases 
argued by Marshall asked him if, when he started out, he had 
thought he would get so far so soon in his war against segregation. 
Marshall said no, we had not. Under the circumstances, the judge 
went on, didn’t Marshall think that maybe this might be a good 
time to pause for a while? 

“Of course not,” was the reply. 

“If we stop now, we're lost,”” says Marshall today. ‘They're 
going to try every thing i in the book to get out from under. Our joh
